The 
V ision s were held in the spacious 
a p beautiful church building of 
the Lutheran Congregation at Pal­ 
atine, of which Rev. Dan Poellet 
has been faithful pastor for seven­ 
th#h years. 
Incidentally the date j 
of the conference coincides with the j 
date of Pastor Poellot’s induction 
into office in this congregation. 
Rev. C. M. Noaek of Arlington 
Heights served as chairman and j 
Rev. W. G. Fechner of West North- 
Ijpld acted in the capacity of secre­ 
tary. 
The conference is composed ' 
of fifty-eight pastors from .parts 
of Chicago and the north western 
suburbs. 
Fifty-five pastors were 
ptreaknt. 
Tho good allies of the lo­ 
cal congregation made splendid ef­ 
forts lo serve the pastors and the 
sentiments of thanks expressed bv 
the chairman at the crowning meal, 
gave proof of sincere appreciation 
on the part of the pastors. 
The program was restricted ex­ 
clusively to religious topics in ac­ 
cordance with the principles of the 
church. The Lutheran church does 
not spend its time dabbling in pol­ 
itics or making propaganda for

issues, 
theran pastors consider them- 
ves called to minister to the s p ir ­ 
itual needs of their fellowmen by 
the preaching of the saving Gospel 
of JeSu$j Christ.

ence was unanimous in its condem­ 
nation of the existing divorce evil 
a|ftd the light hearted view of the 
marriage relation. 
The matter of home missions was 
aldy presented by Rev. Wangein 
or Chicago and an appeal was made 
for contribution to the church ex­ 
tension fund.

George C. Klehm Pioneer 
of Niles Township Dies 


Rev. J. J. Mayer, pastor of St.
